“forgetful” of their racial identity and were sleeping with Negroes. | 

To discourage this business, the legislators ruled that the off- 
spring of such relationships had to serve the Negro father’s master| 
for thirty years. This did little good. 
with mulatto waifs that atte mpts were made 
women for each child they had. Stringent laws and public 
opinion finally reduced the wide ‘spread mixing between white 
women and black men. But no one was surprised when Caesar, 
a Negro slave, was brought to trial in 1741 in New York for 
instigating an insurrection, and turned up with a white mistress, | 
Peggy Kerry, who was known as the “Irish Beauty” and had| 
borne him a child. 

Eventually, 
were decreed a crime. This edict faile d to halt the intermixing, 
especially since there was a shortage of Negro women in the 

early colonial days. Newspapers freque ntly carried advertise- 
ments for runaway Negroes who had gone off with white women. 
Later, E. S. Abdy, a sophisticate dE ‘nglishman who toured the 
country from 1833 to 1834, doubted tha it such laws were rigidly 
enforced, though he saw a Negro hange »>d in New Orleans for hav- 
ing “illicit” relations with his master’s daughter. Her loud avowals 
that she alone was to blame did not halt the execution. She later 





| died of a broken heart. 


Pure-blooded blacks in those days were called “Africans,” 


a term Negroes discarded when plans were laid to ship free 


Negroes back to Africa. Sex relations with these people by the 
master class, produced an alarming number of mulattoes—that 
is, alarming to the race-conscious whites. They complained 
bitterly and warned that the United States would become a race 
of mixed breeds. The French creole, Moreau de St. Mery, whom 
Kenneth Roberts resurrected recently, saw so many mulattoes 
when he visited the United States in the 1790's, that he described 
Americans as people with “a sort of blend.” 


Breeding Plantations For Mulattoes 


EAR that the slave supply would be exhausted when Congress 

passed the law against slave trading i in 1808, caused eventually 
systematic breeding and rearing of slaves, a business chiefly 
identified with the border states. Thus, restimulation was given| 4 
the mulatto production. Kentucky, Maryland and Virginia were 
first to become known infamously as “Negro raising states’—which 
in fact meant “mulatto raising. ” Afterw ands: one man remarked, 
slaves were seldom kept in these states for raising crops, but crops 
were cultivated for raising slaves. 

Such plantations were called “nurseries.” John Hay, Lincoln’s 
biographe r, angrily declared that the mother of presidents, 
Virginia, had become the mother of slave-breeders, and the state 
had been converted into a great menagerie where men were 
reared like oxen for the market. ’ 
dictment. But slave breeding, especially in mulattoes, was in 
fact an approve ‘d method of increasing capital, and aristocrats 
were anxious to do precisely this to recoup their depleted fortunes. 
Obviously ethics were pushed aside. 

Mulattoes brought big prices in the slave markets. So Maryland 
enterprisingly brought out a “fancy” line of mulatto stock—chil- 
dren of indentured white girls who had been mated with young 
Negroes, called “stud men.” Undoubtedly, licentiousness among 
the white breeders played no small part in the mulatto production, 
which incidentally gave Maryland traders a jump on their com- 
petitors. But the ‘ud pr oduction was imposing, to say the least. 
The mulatto offsprings, being more desirable than blacks for the 
intimacies of the home, brought top prices as house servants. 

Good-looking mulatto girls were in demand among the young men

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DO DO-GOODERS DO GOOD? 


OME FOUR MONTHS have passed since the publication of the 

momentous report of President Truman’s Committee On Civil 
Rights. Rightly hailed with something akin to resurrection-day fervor 
by Negroes throughout the land, the weighty 175-page document was a 
magnificent recital by an official government body of the evils im- 
plicit in U. S. race discrimination as well as a bold, courageous blue- 
print for giving every American citizen full and genuine freedom under 
our flag. 

But like so many othet reports, studies and investigations of the past, 
this newest and perhaps most important look-see into the life of U. S. 
minorities remains four months after its release nothing more than a 
bulky volume of high-sounding words signifying just about nothing 
not only to the great mass of Americans whom it most affects but to the 
men in high places who can do most to make its words a reality. From 
all indications it will wind up in hidden-away library crannies to gather 
dust like so many other high-minded race relations surveys of the past 
century. President Truman’s project seems doomed to take its place 
on the bookshelves besides dozens of others sponsored by well-inten- 
tioned foundations and philanthropists who have devote ‘d millions to 
studying the so-called “Negro problem” but accomplished virtually 
nothing basically to improve the Negro’s status in the nation. 

Rev. Adam Clayton Powell, has well caught the mood of the 
Negro as regards these perennial surveys in his book, Riots and Ruins: 
“The Negro has been investigated to death. He is tired of being a 
problem child. He has reached the stage in history where he feels 
like telling every man and woman who appears at his door with a brief- 
case to go to Jericho. These socially-minded organizations have spent 
enough money during my lifetime in investigating Negroes to clean 
up many Negro slums in the United States.” 


Race Relations Racketeers At Large 

EHIND MANY of these scholarly researches on the Negro, there is 

an undoubted element of sheer hypocrisy as well as out-and-out 
race relations racketeering. This applies to the Truman report, as well 
as the newest project—a $150,000 University of Chicago race relations 
survey financed by the Rockefeller and Carnegie Foundations and 
announced ironically enough almost at the same time as U. of C, stu- 
dents held mass protest meetings against Jim Crow in the university's 
medical school and hospital. 

Too many of these long-haired tomes propounding the “conclusive 
finding” that something is rotten racially in America are the product of 
professional race relations experts who have made a lucrative career 
of putting the Negro under the microscope for study at a five-figure 
annual fee. Colored Americans cannot but have their doubts not only 
of the sincerity but also the intentions of these gentlemen who profess 
to know the Negro’s problems better than the Negro himself. Too 
many of them have wound up as highly-paid race relations consultants 
for big corporations. Here they are supposed to maintain racial peace 
and understanding in the plant, and speak the Negro’s mind for him. 


Lack Of Deeds Mocks High-Minded Words 
OW CAN Negroes have any trust or faith in surveys such as the 
University of Chicago affair when the Windy City institution has 
long been the most notorious force in the fight to maintain restrictive 
covenants in the city? Negroes, too, cannot but accept the Truman 
report with a grain of salt when the »y discover that its authors make a 
hollow mockery of its words through their guilt in committing the very 
anti-Negro deeds decried so loudly in pages and pages of words. As 
with so many other liberals, who “talk a good game” but do very little 
in their own lives to make good the racial ideals they preach, the mem- 
bers of the President’s committee are sorry examples when stacked up 
against the principles of their report. 
Take the top man—chairman Charles E. Wilson, who is president of 
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the General Electric Company. Although one of the most im) 
recommendations of the committee was the outlawing of disc : 
tion in private employment and the enactment of a Fair Emp! ent 
Practices Act, Wilson’s own firm only employs a handful of N 
virtually all of them as unskilled janitors or foundry workers. T\ pj 
is the GE plant in Ontario, California, which employs 1150. of 
these are Negroes, all janitors. 

Go down the list of other names on the committee. Only a fev ; 
claim clean hands. 

There are two labor skates representing the CIO and AFL 
B. Carey and Boris Shishkin. Both labor groups still have units that 
bar Negroes from membership. 

For religion there were Bishop Francis J. Haas of the Catholic 
Church and Bishop Henry Knox Sherill of the Episcopalian Church 
Despite all both church groups have done to wipe out racial segrega- 
tion, there are still hundreds of churches of both faiths which will not 
allow Negroes inside their doors. Just a year ago a Texas Episcopal 
diocese passed a resolution praising one of its churches for upholding 
Jim Crow. 


Liberalism Can Be Lily-White, Too 


HE DILEMMA of the Truman-appointed body is nothing new, 
nothing startling. The same pattern can be followed in many other 
government agencies, in private industry, in labor organizations, in 
religious and educational groups. Liberal Americans, unfortunate 
have yet to learn to practice what they preach. Some of the foremost 
champions of racial equality are doing least to put into practice the 
avowed ideals they profess to support. 

Typical illustration of this is found in the book industry. In thy 
last several years New York publishers have discovered a veritable gold 
mine in novels about Negroes—virtually all of them sympathetic to the 
cause of the Negro. At least a dozen have hit best seller lists. 

And yet despite the interracial theme of the books they publish, al- 
most all of these concerns maintain a rigid lily-white employment 
policy when it comes to hiring people for any position except janitors 
or perhaps an occasional stenographer. Most of them are in a position 
similar to the magazine publisher in the movie Gentleman’s Agreement 
who assigned his top writer to do a series exposing anti-Semitism but 
then discovered that his own personnel department maintained a strict 
Gentiles-only policy. 

Somewhere between ostensible support of better opportunities for 
Negroes as evidenced by their books along these lines and an evident 
policy of maintaining traditional Jim Crow in employment, there is an 
obvious contradiction. 


Fair Employment Begins At Home 


EGRO AMERICANS are getting tired of good intentions, of pious 

words. They have been getting enough of these ever since Eman- 
cipation in political speeches, long-winded surveys and Sunday ser- 
mons. 

They are getting impatient with progressives who rant loud and 
long about injustices and inequalities and then fail to do anything 
about them in their own backyards. Fair employment, like charit 
begins at home and if liberals are to make brotherhood a reality, ais 
must start at the grass roots in their own industrial enterprises, in their 
own organizations. 

Negroes like the charwoman on the opposite page have suffered the 
indignities of the broom and mop brigade long enough without having 
to undergo the additional humiliation of crocodile tears by do-goocers 
whose wordy incantations over the Negro’s cause is so much bombastic 
buncombe. If it is words they are interested in, they might wel’ go 
back to Shakespeare’s: “Tis a kind of good deed to say well: And vet 
words are no decks”

FIND JUST HOUSE HE WANTS | 


LTHOUGH moving into a non-Negro com- 

munity may be a solution to one Negro’s 
problem, Will Thomas believes that it is by 
no means the solution of the race problem. 
He has no idea what might happen if 10 or 15 
colored families joined the Thomases in West- 
ford but cannot see why they would not be 
accepted as well as his family has been. He 
may soon find out, for already he has received 
a number of letters from Negroes asking about 
opportunities in the Promised Land of Ver- 
mont. 

Thomas, who worked for the Chicago De- 
fender, Kansas City Call and Houston In- 
former under the name of Billy Smith some 
years back, feels that his hearty acceptance 
may well be due to two factors: Vermonters 
like writers and especially they like writers 
with money. Thomas was a writer with money 
enough to buy and improve property, an asset 
to the town he selected for his home. 

When the novelist let it be known recently 
that he would like a larger house and more 
land, the matter arranged itself quite quickly. 

About three miles outside of town was the 
Macomber place, a lovely old brick house and 
148 acres of wood land, owned by a “city 
man” who was highly unpopular with the local 
folks.
